However, 
work groups comprise the heart the conference, 
where delegates deal concretely with problems and 
issues involved the attainment the conference 
goal. 

Four advisory councils have been preparing back- 
ground material for use panel meetings and work 
groups.

This conference has been dubbed the ‘‘grass roots 
program for children’’ because its development began 
local neighborhoods.

California Studies Its Own 

Responsibility for preparing this State for the Mid. 
Century White House Conference was assigned 
Governor Warren the California Youth Committee. 
This preparation has been marked two separate but 
closely related projects—the mid-century study 
children and youth California, and governor’s youth 
conferences. 

The study began February, using funds contrib. 
uted the Rosenberg Foundation. was 
research specialists employed the Youth 
mittee. These specialists collected data from official and 
voluntary agencies, studied returns from 
naires sent local groups for community self-study, 
and made their own spot studies selected con- 
munities. From this data the research staff prepared 
resource material for use the Governor’s Second 
Youth Conference held Sacramento September. 
Several thousands Californians were active pro- 
viding information the state-wide study. 

One the early steps California’s preparation 
for the White House Conference came when 250 con- 
munity leaders from over the State met for week- 
end conference Asilomar, Monterey County, using 
the theme ‘‘The Child His Family and 
Much the work was done roundtable dis- 
cussions, which youth assumed active part.

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Federal Grant-in-Aid Funds 
Announced for State 


Federal grants-in-aid for public health programs, 
administered the State Department Public 
Health according policies established cooperation 
with the California Conference Local Health Offi- 
cers, total $727,760 the 1950-51 Fiscal Year.

Although flareup the poliomyelitis incidence 
received much publicity the latter part October, 
this was very brief and limited outburst which failed 
the gradual downward trend the last sev- 
eral weeks. 

the Nation whole, polio this year did reach 
one month later—in September—than during 
last year’s record national outbreak, but alarm proved 
and the usual downturn began almost 
soon peak case incidence was announced. Cali- 
fornia the month August brought this year’s appar- 
ent peak 385 cases, followed 334 September 
and 298 October.

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Turlock Study Tagged Mosquitoes 
Provides Data Flight Range 


Valuable flight range data the mosquito Aedes 
nigromaculis has been gained through pilot dispersal 
study near Turlock which more than half million 
mosquitoes ‘‘tagged’’ with radioactive phosphorus 
were released under controlled conditions during 
August and September. The study was cooperative 
project the State Department Public Health and 
the California Mosquito Control Association, and was 
conducted within the Turlock Mosquito Abatement 
District. The project was under the technical direction 
Deed Thurman, Sanitarian (R) USPHS, 
assignment the Bureau Vector Control. 

Maximum distance which ‘‘atomic’’ mosquitoes 
were recovered was two miles downwind from release 
points and slightly less the upwind side. The released 
mosquitoes dispersed almost equally over area 
1,000 acres all directions from the release points.

nearly 2,000,000 mosquitoes light 
1,000 was detected Geiger counter member 
the radioactive groups. Light traps were set and col- 
lections made for radius miles from the release 
points. 

Three separate groups mosquito larvae spent from 
hours tanks containing radioactive P-32, 
emerging adults which could easily detected 
Geiger counter upon capture. This method using the 
radioactive tracing procedure proved itself much 
superior previous methods using fluorescent dye. 

Many questions were raised the Turlock project. 
For example, what effect did control operations the 
Turlock Mosquito Abatement District have the dis- 
persal the mosquitoes? The fact that they 
had fly through controlled areas may have restricted 
their potential flight range. Also, what effect did the 
phosphorus have the mosquitoes? Can the findings 
this study applied other areas the State? 
mosquitoes fly different distances under different cli- 
conditions 


These are questions which the scientists will pursue 
further studies radioactive mosquitoes planned 
for next year obtain additional knowledge guide 
mosquito control.
